Paris, Jan. 27. — The debate on tho 
Moroccan Interpellations wa.s heard 
in the Chamber 01: Deputies this 
afternoon. Paul Descnanel was the 
flr.st speaker of prominence. He was 
u lirm supporter of tho alliances and 
friendships of France, and ho rejoiced 
especially , In the Anglo-Russian en- 
tente,., but .waa .-too late no'sv to dis- 
cuss th^ reasons of France's difficul- 
ties in Morocco. Neither conquest 
nor retreat 'was possible, he said, and 
France" has only one course, to fulfil 
loyally the obligations Imposed upon 
her by the Algeclras agreement. 

Farnand Duboeuf, who had the post 
of minister of commerce and industry 
in the Rouvier cabinet when M. Del- 
casso was minister of foreign affairs, 
followed M. Deschanel. Ho dismiss- 
ed M. Delcasse's insinuations with the 
remark that others had a different 
opinion as to tho transparency of M. 
Dolcasse'.s policy. Ho insisted that 
tho government dofinc its Intentions 
clearly, and said he considered that 
the trip of Abdel Aziz to Rabat was a 
mistake. He intimated that tho 
journey was made in accordancQ with 
tho desires of and at the oxi)ense of 
the French government. 

M. Delafosse, independent, then took 
the floor. Amid protestations from 
the left he charged that M. Jaures 
and his colleagues, by advocating a 
"policy of scuttle'' showed they were 
willing to see German inlluenco sub- 
•stituted for French Influences in 
Morocco. 

None of the; sensational Surprises 
anticipated In ■conhebtioh'. ' with, the 
question occurred.'. ...M. Plohon, ''.min- 
ister Jqf V^forelgn; speaking ; f oi; 
the gpvermhent^ sfeo^yed plainly ; that 
the cabinet; .without iighor^B^i-pieJers 
not to discuss the ^Selci^se:;'lridideht, 
which aroused such a storm.,'oi; vitup- 
pi-.<itlon beyond,: the :. bot-derif^tlha such 
high praise ac.roSs' th^'; channel. .- Sis' 
went no further "than" 'tb register &n 
energetic protest against the Idea that 
the resoration of France's prestige 
was due to the ex-minister. 

"The foreign policy of France," ho 
said, "is not the work of one man, 
one party or one government. Franco 
has recovered her place, lost in the 
catastrope ol 1S71, as the result of 
thirty-seven years of republican effort. 
The Ru."slan alliance was desired from 
the beginning, tho Anglo-French en- 
tente was welcomed by all parties. 
Wq brought about a rapproacliment 
with Italy, tightened the bonds with 
Spain, concluded an accord with 
Japan, aided in the ro-establlshment 
of the Russo-Japanese relations and 
dissipated tho Anglo-Russian mis- 
understanding, and thus restored 
Franco to her place in Europe. Our 
policy was not directed against any 
one, or to l.solate any one; it is con- 
servatively in the interest of the 
peace of the world." 

M. Pichon's strongest words in con- 
nection with Morocpo, which were re- 
ceived, wtth cheers-on all sides, were: 
"France, account of Algeria could 
never permit the 'Internationalization 
of Mor.oooo." ■ . • ^ ^ 

While pointing pvt Europe's Interest 
in seeing Abdel Aziz, the sultan, pre- 
vail over his brother, who had declar- 
ed war upon all foreigners, H. Pichon 
made it clear that France would rc- 1 
main neutral. France had been forced 
ho said, by the increasing anxiety 
which the Algeclras conference had 
not foreseen to exceed the letter of 
the convention, and the present dan- 
Kor is that she might be compelled to 
furtlier widen the zone of her military 
operations, for tho purpose ot restor- 
ing order. But every step thus far 
had been approved by the sig'natnry 
|)Owors of tho Algeclras act. He de- 
fined France's policy as the "dofen.se 
of Franco'.'? legitimate rights and tho 
execution of the European mandate of 
loyalty towards the sultan, but no in- 
tervention In tho Interior, and no ex- 
peditions either to Fez or Morocco 
city." 



"In conclusion ho said: "If Abdel 
Aziz falls we will' treat with his : suc- 
oesBor in the name of Europe,' but we 
cannot admit the intcrnatlonallzktlon 
ol Morocco,'?, K

Chicago, Jan. 27. — ^For the second time 
within a month, receivers have been 
appointed for the Chicago and Mil- 
waukee Electric Railroad company. 
Judge Grosscup, In the United States 
court, (made ,ithe , aigfpolntments late 
today on application of Interests which 
are said to be favorable to the pres- 
ent management of the company. A 
receiver was also named for A. C. Fros^ 
& Co., a banking firm which has fin- 
anced the -road's bond issue. Mr. 
Fi-ost is president of the railroad com- 
pany. ( 

The amount involved In the proceed- 
ings has not yet been definitely de- 
termined. Tho chief liability of the 
company is said to bo a bonded in- 
debtedness of $15,000,000. Floating 
debts and other liabilities aro said to 
aggregate about one-third as much 
moi'o. , 

Tho receivers named for the rail- 
way company are ^V. I. Osborne, vice- 
president of the Central Tru.sl com- 
pany, Chicago; D. B. Hanna, vice- 
president of tho Canadian Northern 
Railroad company. Toronto; A. c. 
Frost, presldCint ot the Chicago and 
Milwaukee Electric Railroad company, 
Chicago; O'. M. Seward, head of a 
local bank firm, was named as re- 
ceiver for A. C. Frost & Co. 

'i'he i)roccedlnRS affect also the 
Chicago and Milwaukee electric rail- 
road of Wisconsin, which Is a subsid- 
ing company of tho Chicago company 
of the same name. Of the $15,000,000 
bond issue outstanding, .$10,000,000 are 
against tho Wisconsin company. A 
large proportion of the.';o bonds are 
held by certain Canadian investors. 
Mr. Hanna, it is staled, was named 
as .a receiver in order to give tlieso 
interests a reproaentativo in the fu- 
ture management of the companies

A statement Issued by Mr, Frost 
tonight aay$ ' In part: ; "The direct 
cause of the receivership is, th% fact

city water have been supplied as a 
prlvilogo, while my request for water, 
for winch I am entitled by my own- 
ership of land within; the limits, has 
been passed over.. ' I respectlfuUy re- 
quest , that ! the first ' funds and -ma- 
terial available may be devoted to this 
extension, and there Is no doubt that 
as soon as the work is done other 
houses will be erected within the lim- 
its -whicli win require to be connected 
with the city system and will con- 
tribute to "the revenue. 

All persons building in that locality 
are erecting substantial houses of the 
first class and are making ornamental 
grounds, the kind of development 
which I am sure you will encourage. 
Date Has Been Fixed 

The city solicitors, wrote that they 
had received from their agents in Ot- 
tawa a telegram notifying them tliat 
the board of railway comiuissioners 
have appointed February 4 at Ottawa 
to hear the application of the E. & 
N. railv.'ay company relative to the 
Store street matter. The Ottawa agents 
have made- application to the commis- 
sioners to hold the hearing In Vic- 
toria. 

Tho secretary of the Union of Brit- 
ish Columbia Municipalities -wrote ask- 
ing the council; to send delegates to the 
forthcoming convention to be held at 
Nanalmo on February 26.

Members of Commons Discuss 
Georgian Bay Canal 
Projects 



Ottawa, Jan. 27. — In the house of 
commons today, Mr. Turriff entered a 
protest against some remarks: made- 
last week by Dr. Reid, of GrenvlUe. 
He was not a pauper whenvhei entered- 
the house, and he was ,nol;:;avmlllion- 
airo now, nor posing as suohi' ' If. any- 
one had a charge to make against him, 
let it be made; In -the -usual way and 
he would meet It, ; 

Hon. L. P. Brodeu announced that 
tenders would be called for a new 
fishery protection cruiser for the Pa- 
clflc coast. 

Mr. Lalte asked Mr. Fielding what 
steps the government proposed to talco 
regarding financial assistance to banks 
which' desired to assist In the moving 
of grain. • Mr. Fielding said that the 
arrangements were still unfinished, 
and it had not been deemed expedient 
to make them put)lic. A measure 
dealing witii tho subject would short- 
ly be Introduced. 

Mr. Borden called the Premier's at- 
tention to the fact that the files In 
connection with tlie Japanese treaty 
negotiations are incomplete, and was 
Informed by Sir Wilfrid that the mlss- 
ingng document wa^ savmessage ;frOm 
the 'Colonial, i Oiace^livSlirch;; 6,puld,;:5not 
be made publloVwitlioM' ltS permission.

The government was 
not aware that ho was president of the 
Conservative party organization in 
Montreal. The rules of the, house, Mr. 
Aylesworth said, presented an expo- 
sition of the government's opinion on 
tho propriety of the situation. 

The original documents froni the de- 
partment- of the interior which the op- 
position demanded some days ago, and 
which the government refused to -pro- 
duce, -were laid on the table by the 
minister amidst loud Conservative 
choring. 

Mr. MoCool, the Liberal member for 
Niplssing, moved for an order of the 
House for a copy of all the plans and 
reports in the possession of the gov- 
ernment in connection with the build- 
ing of the Georgian Bay canal. Ho 
went exhaustively into the history of 
the project and the records of previous 
survej's. Mr. McCooI showed that the 
canal from Georgian bay to Montreal 
was composed of 357 miles of open 
navigation and 274 of canal. The sav- 
ing of time over the St. Lawrence 
route was considerable, it being esti- 
mated that a vessel could make tho 
round trip from Fort A\Tiriam to Mon- 
treal, discliarge, reload and return in 
twelve days, the actual time of tlio 
voyage being ten days, with two days 
for the work of discharging and reload- 
ing. The round trip via the St. Law- 
rence route, Mr. McCool claimed, took 
21 days. It was argued by men who 
have given these projects close study 
that grain could be carried from Fort 
William to Montreal for one and a half 
cents a bushel. The great develop- 
ment of the northwest during the last 
ten years made further transportation 
facilities Imperative. ■ 

Gerald Whlte;.-6f Pembit'0ke, referred 
Co a speech v haiade 'by the Preijiler In 
1903, In which lie ^clearly favored the 
construction* of ?the,;'p)"oJect by private- 
enterprise. - He - hoped; however, that 
befowj, the discussion closed, the Pre- 
mier -would make some definite an- 
nouncement of policy. 

Mr. Watson, of Parry Sound, did not 
think politics should be discussed In 
connection with the project. 

Mr. H. Logan said this question was 
not merely an Ottawa onK!, it ivas a 
national question, as all matters re- 
lating to transportation should be 
treated. Sir John Macdonald and Sir 
Alexander MacKenzIo had favored the 
project in yearn gone by. 

The matter was discussed by varN 
oua members up. to the time wlien the 
house adjourned at 11 p. m.

If 
not he lliouglit there was no reason 
why such power sou.t'.'hl sliould be con- 
linod lo coal and wood, lie was in 
favor of the city olitalning power to 
regulate the sale of all comnn:itllties, but 
ohjecled to, any special jiowor being 
givim to the city to regulate only coal 
and wood. He could see no reason 
Cor singling out one trade and not 
dealing with olliers. 

It was i)olntod out that the city now 
has power to regulate the sale of milk 
and bread and tlint formei-iy there was 
power under the niiirkor bylaw to re- 
gulate the sale of c'onnuodlties sold 
within tlie nuirliot building, but since 
the market 'building liaU been dlacon- 
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tlnued for such purpose tlie bylaw wa.s 
null and void. - ' 

Aid. Meston stated that some of the 
coal and wood dealers to whom he 
had spoken did not appear diverse to 
rcgultiuon bv the city. 

Class Legislation. 
Aid. .'Hall stated that as: one . of those 
aitected by -"the-: proposed resolution he 
found no fault wifh any regulations 
which ' would'.' free; 'the -'coal 41 ana ; -wood 
dealers from- the' - suspicion:- often cast 
upon them-'but sstioh-.regulatlon' should 
be carefully done'so as :nof to make the 
.■sale a cumibersome matter; :;?, ;' /?.- : ' - 

If the regulation regarding' the car- 
rying of .scales on the* wagons ';;:s were 
I enforced it would incron'se ' the' , work 
of the tea,msters HO per cent., and 
make additional cost which .would ul- 
timately tali uiion the consumer. If 
an official of the eity were instructed] 
le coal or woodynrd.-;, check j 
les and weights and, when 
deemed necessary, take a loaded 
wagon from the street and weigh it 
upon the city scales, it would be found 
that that was ample iirotection to i 
the purchaser. Maiiv pciople were 
only too ready to accii.se the teamsters j 
of dishonesty when there was abdo- 
lutelyL:no. foundation for the churgo. 
He 'thought that should the powers 
sought :for;f.under the resolution be ob-' 
tainedT it ;would simply be class legis- 
latloni-' ' I- ''. 

Aid. Cameron suggested the neced- 
sity of tho city having an inspector of 
foods, and also that the '£iict regarding 
weights and measures should be en 
forced. lie felt that, when the lori!. 
rambling resolution of Aid. i'"ulleiton 
came before the local house, following 
all tlio other powers which the city 
Is already asking for, it would receive 
scant courtes.y. 

Resolution Carried. 
Finally, on a vote being taken, Al 
dernien .J'ullerton, Meston, "Qleason 
and Nbrman voted In favor of the res'- 
olutlbn and Aldermen Camiron, Pau- 
line, McKeown and Mable against. 
.Mayor Hall In giving, the cast vote in 
favor of the resolution, stated that lie 
did not thltilc the local house would 
grant the powers asked for, wdieroupon 
Aid. FuUerton declared that tlioso 
members wdio volod against it would 
have to answer to their coii^tUuents. 

Aid. Fullorton'.^ resolution relative 
to tho city insisting on a fair wage 
clause in all civic contracts was, after 
brief discussion, held over for another 
week on the suggestion of Aid. Cam- 
eron, The resolution was brought up 
a week ago, but held over, and last 
night the proposer made one or two 
amendments, making his amendment 
read as follows: 

' "The person or company shall make 
a declaration that at the date; of ten- 
iderlng for tho contract, they were 
paying, and if their contract be ac- 
cepted, will continue to pay the trade 
union rate of wages to all men in 
their emiiloy, and Is observing, and 
will continue to observe tlie trade 
union Kchediile of hours and working 
conditions on all wdrk done in tho city 
or district of Victoria, tlie onus of 
proof to rest with the contractor. Any 
breach of this clause shall involve tho 
cancellation of the contract and the 
lorfeitnre of all -n'ork completed or in 
lirogress when such contract is , can- 
celled. Tho rate of wages, and sched- 
ule of hours, and working conditions 
in force at the time of awarding the 
contract tshaUJ.ibo' regardedvcas the 
svagea/j hours, and working conditions 
to be t)|jserved during the, life ,of,.thei 

contract." •.' ■ .' ,. , .. / " . 

Would Save Money. ' . 
Aid. I'aullne's resolution relative to' 
llie advisabllitv of the appointment of a 
comnmtoe to lake up wltn the E. & N. 
Ralhvav company and the Victoria Ter- 
minal ilallway and Ferry company the 
cimjstlons at Issue between them and en- 
deavor to arrive at- some mutual under- 
standing was finally- aeift- over for a 
special meeting of the council to be held 
on Thursdav afternoon at 4:30 o'clock. 
The meeting will be held in camera. 

Aid. Pauline's resolution, amended to ! 
read as follows, was unanimously adopt- 
ed: "That a special meeting of the city 
•coiiiioH-'be''held'to:dlscuss'.-with the city 
barrister and the city solicitors all liti- 
gation now pending between the city 
and the E. & N. railway ami the Vic- 
toria Terminal Railway and .Ferry com- 
pany, and to take such action as may 
bo deemed in the public interest." 

Aid. Pauline in Introducing his resolu- 
tion pointed to tlie large amount of 
nioiicv v.'blcli the city has already spent 
on litigation. >!(■ Ibnught that if It were 
liost.dlile to cGiuo to some amleabb- ar- 
rangement with the other parlies it 
would bo a wise thing to do so. 

It was on Aid. Fullerton's suggestion 
that the whole council should deal with 
the matter and not a special committee 
as Aid. Paulin'o original resolution 
called for, that the latter .changed his 
motion to that' effect. . > - , 
Wants Wide FranehUos. 
Aid. Glcason's resolution advocating 
adult suffrage' was a,lso ' adopted, there 
being but one- dlBsentlUg' voice, that of 
Aid. Hall. The' resolution was as fol- 
lows :

ANNUAL REPORT OF 
TOURIST ASSOCIATIBN 

Review of Last Year's Work- 
Reason for Contir\uing the 
Organization 



The following 'annual., report of the 
Victoria Development"! and Tourist as- 
sociation for. thei.year ending Jan; 21, 
1908, was submitted to the council last 
night: 

The members of the executive of the 
Victoria Development and Tourist as- 
sociation have ijleasure In submitting 
the sxth annual report. 

The year that has just closed will be 
a memorable one in the world's his- 
tor.\'. In it, our neighbors to the south 
of us were plunged from the very 
height of pro.sperity to almost tho ex- 
treme limit of financial panic, with- 
out the least warning and almost in a 
moment of time. These extraordinary 
and unprecedented conditions natural- 
ly, had a rellex inlluenco tipon Canada, 
Wo desire to place on record our com- 
plete satisfaction with the fact that 
nowhere on the continent were these 
adverse conditions felt less than In 
V'ictoria, and that business and Jinan- 
chil conditions here have remained al- 
ina,st entirely unchanged and unaffect- 
ed throughout this anxious period. 
We refer to this matter now because 
we feel that It Is very largely due to 
the past work of this association that 
Victorians were in such a position, of 
prosperity, aS:^.to have remained un- 
affected by the fliiahblal stringency in 
th« United States. .Initbe Jight of these 
events we believe, that .we need have 
no scruples In laying claim' to the title 
of the richest and most prosperous 
city per capita In the Dominion of 
Canada 

In submitting this report we will as 
brielly as possible and more brielly 
than In former years lay before you 
the reasons why we believe this state 
of things has been brought about very 
largely by the work of this association, 
Victoria as It Was 

When the Tourist association was 
organized six-year^ ago; business con-^ 
ditions in Victora '"were anything but 
satisfactory; .real ' estate swas Inactive; 
and hardly! saleable; the to.urlsts who 
came tc the coast weroi beingraarrled 
past our doors- and uo effort was. nmde 
to attract them^^o Victoria: ' no, Infor 
mation in a printed form w;as. available 
lor enquiries and it was very Seldom 
that, two hundred miles away from 
home, you heard Victoria spoken of, 
the steamship service between Vic- 
toria and tho mainland was bad and 
no one considered that there was busi- 
ness enough to warrant any improve 
mont; with; one or two exceptions our 
hotels were almost empty both sum- 
mer and winter, and no person or cor 
poration could be induced to erect 
upon any terms, kucIi a palatial hotel 
as would cater to tho wealthy people 
that every year tlirongcd the state of 
California, to such an e.Ktent that it is 
calculated that they leave .'$25,000,000 
ready cash in that state in a single 
year. 

Change Has Been Effected 

The Tourist association started' out 
to accomplish, one object and confined 
itself to that one object, namely, to 
change the state of affairs to which 
we have just drawn your attention. 
We believe with the member.s' of pre- 
vious executives tliat tho object has at- 
tained, that those conditions have been 
changed until we can call ourselves 
the most prosperous city in Canada 
and feel a just pride that when all tho 
world suffered a severe financial strin- 
gency and business depression Vic- 
toria, almost alone, remained unaffect- 
ed. 

In previous reports of the executive 
you have iiail placed before you the 
details of that done and results ac- 
complished for each year. We have 
pleasure In submitting the same par 
tlculars for 1907, although we feel that 
It is hardly necessary to go so much 
Into the minute details as in previous 
years on account of the extreme length 
of the reiDort, 

Missionary Work 

Our .secretary as in previous years 
made several tours in Western Can- 
ada and the United States, principally 
to Spokane, California and Winnipeg 
and carried out his usual amount of 
missionary work, di.ftributing a large 
amount of literature and receiving 
many columns of newspaper notices in 
roferenco to tho city, its attractions 
and .idvanlages. His work upon the 
State of Washington's Buslnes.M Men's 
excursion to California was .30 effective 
as to excite the jealousy of some of 
the Seattle contingent who claimed 
that It seemed more of a Victoria ex- 
cursion than otherwise and to receive 
tho warm appreciation of the mem- 
bers from Vancouver and Victoria. 
Literature Issued. 

During tho year wo have Issupd 
about the same number of copies of 
literature as in previous year.s, and 
have endeavored not only to keep up 
to the high .standard attained by our 
publications of the past, but even to 
surpass it. 

Early in the year we is.sucd fifty 
thousand copies of a fen-page folder, 
"Picturesque Victoria," which was 
prej)ared for .^ipecial distribution, to 
whicli wo will refer later. Immediately 
following on this, tho secretary pre- 
pared a now envelope to take the place 
of tho one is,^ued last year, which has 
been pronounced on all sides as a very 
effective one and we believe th.at two 
hundred thousand of these liavo been 
usd by tho ,issoci.T.tlon and various 
flrnis in the city. 

Our two principal i5ubllc.'itlons "An 
Outl)OSt of Kmpire" and "Im))rossions 
of Victoria," which are known almost 
all over the world were republished, 
with entirely new cuts and reading 
matter. These book.s wore designed, 
along with the rest of tiie literature, 
by the secretary, and an iminonso 
amount of troulilo was taken by liini 
and your printing committee, in tho 
endeavor to produce somatliing in tho 
way of promoting literature wliich 
could not be surpassed on the contin- 
it, and your executive believes that 
that object was necompli.shed, and 
many letters were received from heads 
of transportation companies and ad- 
vertising bureaus, complimenting tlie 
association for tho artistic and effec- 
tive nature of these booklets, 

]''ive thousand small guides with a 
revised street and road map of tho 
city and district were also Issued for 
dlstriljutlon umongat the hotel.s and 
strangers visiting tho city. In addition 
to the above, a new departure was 
made this .vcar by printing slips con- 
taining valuable information upon tlin 
following subject.", namely: "Fruit 
CuRuro," "Chicken Itaising," "Dairy- 
ing," '".Pho Lumber Industry," "The 
City Beaiitifnl" .and "Conniiorclal Op- 
portunilies In AMclorlu," for tho pur- 
pose of giving such intormatlon to cn-

vicinity of Victoria, and wish to know 
what opportunities there are for mak- 
ing a living. About ten thousand of 
these slips were printed, most of which 
have;.to{!!en;:ai8^i!i\J^^^ . 
: ItrDlstnbutr^ 
This is . perhaps the most important 
department of work of the association, 
and it Is the one. to which most at- 
tention Is glyen.-ancl aa it Is ail done 
outside the city/* it is the one phase 
of our work which is the least noticed 
and the least appreciated by our citi- 
zens. It is the work that la effective 
and which has secured for us better 
results than those of any similar or- 
ganization spending the same amoutit 
of money. 

Victoria has never been so widely 
advertised as during the past year, 
neither have we in any previous year 
distributed the literature so effectivel.v 
as in 1907. 

In tho early months of the year near- i 
ly thirty thousand pieces of literature | 
were distributed from house to house, [ 
in cities of Portland, Tacoma, Wallo , 
V/alla, Spokane and North Yakima. ; 

Our most wide spread work was done ' 
in connection with the two national 
excursions in the United States, one 
of the- Christian .Endeavor society, anu 
the other of the National Educational 
association to San Francisco, The ' 
secretary got in touch with tho ofll- 
clals of those excursions and made 
arrangements with them, by which th( 
state managers of the excursions foi 
each state distributed the si)ecial leal'- 
lets got up for this purpose, "Pic- 
ture,squo Victoria," throughout the 
state. For instance, In each stati 
from two to four people had the com- 
plete arrangement of the organization 
of tlie excursions for that state aiK 
made all arransement.s for the pro- 
grammes in transportations, etc. These 
(•Jntlemen were supplied with nnC 
distributed Victoria literature. In or- 
ganizing these excursions, so that eacli 
state of the union and In many pro- 
vinces of Canada or tho United States, 
twice during the year, Victoria lltera- 
turo was distributed throughout the 
whole state. No other- city In Canada or 
the United States, so far as we know, 
with the exception of . the cities In 
vviilch these organizatlona met, made 
any such arrangements, and in this 
large scheme of advertising Victoria 
stood alone. And j'et our ordinary

Work in Canadian Northwest. 
'This section has received a great 
deal of attention from this association 
over since it was organized and during 
the past year more literature has gone 
into this section and more .advertising 
h.is been done here, than in any pre- 
vious j'ear. Previous to the dates of 
the cheap summer excursions, adver- 
tisements were placed in all the prin- 
cipal daily papers throughout that sec- 
tion, calling attention to Victoria and 
it.s opportunities for tho settler and as 
a place of residence. Large supplies of 
"Impressions" were sent to the differ- 
ent railway distributing centres for the 
u.so of the agent.s, while individual 
packages were sent to every agent of 
the Canadian Pacific railway and tho 
Canadian Northern railway, A booklet 
vva.s also sent to each lawj-er, member 
of parliament, president and secretary 
of each board of trade and each leading 
real estate agent, as well as to nearly 
three thousand farmers and business 
men. As to tho w-ork done at the 
Winnipeg and other exhibitions, we 
will refer later. 

Previous to tho dates of tho wintet 
excursions, advertisements were again 
inserted in the dally papers and the 
same system Of distribution of litera- 
ture adopted 'arid the same number of 
booklets with the " addition of two 
thousand wiare malj^d to Individual 
farmer,?. Your exeouUve again desire 
to place on record the ' fact that po 
other city, In Canada, certainly none 
on the coast, has done one half this 
advertising In the Canadian North- 
west and no wonder that the M9,Qitoba 
Free Press says that without, airiy 
question, Victoria. Is tbe.besf advertis- 
ed city In Canada. 

At the Winnipeg Exhibition 
The exhibits at the Winnipeg, Re- 
gina and Moose Jaw exhibitions were 
undertaken - by a special, epmmlttce of 
citizens under- the auspices of this 
association; The 'wqrk,at,:,the Winnipeg, 
itegina and Moose' Ja^ was the "lost 
effective work ; f^qpwpUsbed In this 
territory this yeah ' These exhlbitli^ns 
were undertaken by a joint cimmlttoe 
of clti^.onB, the general management 
being left in the hands of the secre- 
tary of the association, wliilo ■ Mr. 
M.artindale a, practical f.armer and 
fruit grower had charge of tlie fruit 
nnd al.so accompanied the exhibit. Mr, 
Ohlson had charge of collecting the 
sbriib.s nnd Mr, Wallace of the flowers 
and bulbs. 

At the.Hp fail's your rcproaontatives 
spoke to iiearl.v one hundred taoii- 
sn.nd people, twent\- thouM.'ind pieces 
of lltoratiu'e woi'C dlHti-ibntcd and inon! 
space in the newspapers wa.s devoted 
to a description of tliese exhibits than 
to any other in the fairs. In all these 
notices Victoria's exhibit was described 
as the most attractive In iho grounds 
nnd the most plea.ilng that liad ever 
come from Britis'.i Ceiluinbia, 
Real Estate Enquiries 
There Is one detail of the working 
of tlio association which wo tlilnk 
mlglit bo mentioned 1" this re])nrt, 
namely with regard to enqiiirios from 
people who desire to puroiiasc real 
estate in Victoria and vicinity.

What About tho Future.

Almost every city In western America 
has its publicity bureau and publicity 
commissioner. Wo in Victoria have 
experimented along that ' line'^titia^'wiB, 
have - found 'ft ' to • pay.

Under these conditions is it wise to

sained. There are three reasons why 
this work should be continued as vig- 
orously as In the^past. 

1. Because, times are harder than 
they were and other communities will 
do more advertising. 

2. That the AlaskarTukon PaoWc fair 
will be so close, to Victoria .that we 
must keep in Ir^nt of, the times and 
Identify this <!ity wltji<that f^lr. 

3 That it? would ilj<f-suioidal now that 
we have created. th9 idea that visitors 

to the coast- :sh,0VSl4 visit Victoria, to 
drop this work and risk losing this 
valuable business, flowcver this matter 
will be referred to later. 

Our Financial Position. 
For tlic first time in tho history of 
the association wo were able to gauge 
our work fit the beginning of the year. 
This enabled us to make proper esti- 
mates of our expenditure and while we 
paid oft about $700 liabilities of the 
previous year and contributed |20O 
more to the "Winnipeg exhibit, than wo 
undertook to do and spent a much 
larger amount in printed matter than 
In any previous year, yet we are able 
to pay all accounts and to end tho year 
free from debt. We are able to do this 
by tho grant of tlic clt\', 57,500, and 
because our secretary raised $2,200 
ti^ro.ugh advertiaen-ients in our book- 
lets. - 

The City Grant. 

The question naturally arises. Is this 
grant necessary, and does tho city get 
sutflclciit benefit from Us e.KpondlturQ 
to warrant It'? In the oiilnlon of the 
members of the executive tlii.s grant 
Is absolutely nocessary to keep up the 
assoi-iation, nnd it is the only way in 
whicli it c;in be liiiancotl on a ]jerm.a- 
nent basis. It this grant is reduced 
you weaken the efl'ectlvencss ot Ita 
work and imperil it.s very existence. 
To discontinue tlds work now, as al- 
ready pointed out, and to close up the 
association, would be a crime, consid- 
ering tliat HO many jilaccs ai-e just 
beginniiig tlie work and pointing to 
our association ,-:is one ot tlie ino.->t 
succes.sful In existence. As to whether 
this city gets sulilclent benellt from 
this expenditure, we would most em- 
phatically say that it dues; that It 
gt^ls more real boiiellt from . tjil^s ex- 
penditure, a benefit tl>ftt , puts real 
myney Into tho pockets '6(' our ,^vork- 
ing i>eop!e and business men than from 
an>' other, in order to justify that 
ojiiniou we point to

FOUR BILLS REPORTED 
TO LEGISLATURE 



Private Bills Committee Pass- 
ed on pQur Private Meas- 
ures Yesterday 



The bill incorporating the Hud.son 
Bay Paciflc Railway company was re- 
ported by the privite bills committee, 
and passed its first reading yester- 
day.i'-'The bill is presented by H. F. 
W. Behnsen (Victoria). 

According to the bill the following 
are the provisional director's: John 
Braden, Victoria; David B. May, Se- 
attle, "Washington;': W-H. Duval, of 76 
Worth tstr«seti*''3f^ew York; Lewis E. 
Bensen, of Goldfleld, Nevada; William 
H. Harding, Jr., of 6-J Wall street. 
New York; James Rlcljuc'nlan, of I^os 
Angeles, California, 

They are to buUd a railway from 
Port Simpson to the eastern bowhflary. 
of the province by the most feasible 
route.- ■ 

The headofnoe of the company is 
placed in this city. The capital is $100,- 
000,000. 

'i'he bin provides that the company

fect was offere'a, but was later with- 
drawn. 

Tho "employnieht of Japanese fire- 
men by the B. C. Marine Railway 
company was brought up by a gentle- 
man present. He stated that accord- 
ing to hl.s information a number of 
Japanese were employed on a boat 
which was receiving a heavy subsidy 
from the Dominion government. He 
thought this unjust, 

Mr. J.ardine exiilained that ho had 
heard tlils rumor. Ho had mot tho 
Messrs, Bullen and had enquired as to 
its truth. Tliey had posted him as 
to the facts of tho case and, ho be- 
lieved that thpy had acted rightly un- 
der the (sir^tt*istaiices. - • . . 

The boat was not the government- 
subsidised Salvor, but the 'William Jol-- 
Iffe.

THE TAX ON COAL 



A-.-Bill ;w|ll> be 'introduced into tlm 
legislature aboJIshlnK royalties on coal 
and Kubiititiiting: a tax on coal and 
coke applicable t(;> all mines alike. At 
present there are areas in which the 
/ '^al is : exempt from rpyalty; altliougli 
ITOSslbly coal on the adjoining tract 
may bo Kiibject to it. The rciision of 
thi.s is that onlj' dui'ing- llie l;ist 
tyvenly-five years or so has the prov- 
ince retained in Crown grants the 
right to a royalty. 'A tax of five cents 
a ton was 'impo.sed yonie six or seven 
years afro, and this applied to coal 
wherever mined, slack and dross bc- 

:?i jiig; excepted. A ta.x of nine cents, a 
ton 'was 'placedi on coke. Under this 
arrangement some mines paid five 
cents a ton ,ind otiicr ten cents on coal, 
while they all paid nine cents on coke 
it manufactured! from slack. If it was 
•iiianuiractured from lump coal the tax 
would be fourteen or nineteen cents. 
We do not understand tluU coke ever 
paid more than, nine cents. The pro- 
posed .,BU1 will ' impose^ a tax of ten 
tttnts per ton 'upon coal and fifteen 
cents upon coke, and all mines in the 
province will be upon precisely the 
same footing. There can hardly be 
inuch difference of opinion as to the 
otiuity of such an arrangement. The 
owners of coal deposits, which are ex- 
empt from royalty, .may wish to have 
the old s.vstem continued, but their

Their coal remains freo.'of royalty,, and 
all that is proposed is to put every one 
else upbn'the'.same -footin|;. To aboj-

Witli regard to tlie statement wo 
puhllKlied on Salurda.\-, lo the cfi:ect 
lliat tho Admiralty hud declctca to es- 
tablish a Pacific and North American 
.Squadron, based upon Esquimau, the 
scheme to take effect In May next, wo 
have now to make public the following 
denial ' 

The Press, Assoqiation. ii understands 
that there Is no foundation . for tne 
statement published this (Saturda^■) 
morning to tlui effect that the Admir- 
alty liave decided to establlsii. a Pa- 
cific and Nortli American Stiuadron 
and six cruisers of the County ciiiss. 

Tliis is not the first time tliat our 
statements wlien originally made have 
failed to secure iiiimeiliato conlirma- 
lion from llie Admiralty.

AV'e are content to tuva.it 
events in tlie jjresent cu.se also. 

The public will be greatly interested 
In the closing paragraplr bf» the quo- 
tation. We do not pretend to have 
any jirivale information on tbo sub- 
ject fiirtlier than to lia\-e heard of of- 
licliil denials aiid pcrsiinal confirma- 
tions of tlie rciiin-t from persons in a 
position to linow something of wliat l.s 
transpiring in high naval circles, and 
we are very far from being surprised 
at the denial. 

For an.v announcement to be made 
tliat tho Britisii government contem- 
plated the despatch of a strong squad- 
ron to this coast at the time of the 
sailing of the United, States fleet would 
have been to introduce Into interna- 
tional affairs a very disturbing ele- 
ment.

CHINESE NEW , YEAR. 

.Saturday will be Chinese New Year. 
Its date is not arbitrary; It is a mova- 
ble feast, coresponding in that partic- 
ular to our Easter. The Chinese people 
are informed by their calendar from 
year to -yeai- upon what date it will 
fall, and the average man among them 
knows jas, little as to why It falls on a 
ipartlcular date in any year as the 
average Canadian can tell you how to 
lintl out tlie date of Easter. As we 
refer to our calendars, so do they, .and 
as our calendars, are the result of as- 
tronomical calculations so are thelrfs. 
The Chinese have two years, tin- as- 
tronomical and the civil ,\^car. 'I'lio as- 
tronomical or si-dar ye;u- is identical 
with ours in point of length, it is 
H(irii.'i. days long and tho quarters are 
made uii just as wo make ours up by 
having each f(nirth year consist of 300 
days. This system is known to have 
Iu-cvail<Ml for more tlian .1,000 years. 
Tho civil year cunslstK of twelve lunar 
inpnths, , b^it occasionally . . another 
month Is added In order to prevent too 
great a divergence between tho civil 
and astronomical j'cars. AVlien this 
month is added. is a irtatter for tho as- 
tronoirter of Pekln to deterjtnlne, 'When 
tho Hari'dyna'sty came to the throne, 
which was 2,11'! years ago, tlio present 
rule for (letcrmlnlng when tho civil 
new year shall fall was adopted, and 
It' inay l3e thus stated: It is the llrst 
day of that moon In the course of 
which the sun enters the constellation 
which we call "pisces" or "the fishes." 
It was soon seen that t.hi.i would loud 
lo confusion between the two ycar.i, 
and tlieroforo periods of nineteen 
years were . established, twelve of 
which have'' twelve moons each and 
.^evon thirteen moons. This will servo 
to explain how It happens that tho 
date of the Chinese New Year varies 
s.) greatly according to the calendar, 
and It will olso explain why few, If 
any, Chinamen In Victoria will under- 
take to explain by what rule tlie date 
Is lixed. They can all probably come 
as near I'.o It as WO could to explaining 
aimllar thlngd In bur calendar. .

nvhich 'Is neither skimmed hor'watiared 
;inay fall below the standard, and con- 
•tinues: 

But in that case there is something 
to be remedied eltlier in the selection 
or care of the dairyman's herd. If the 
cows are of a good class and well 
cared for, no difficulty will bo ex- 
perienced In complying with tlio food 
/Standard. Only second in importance 
.to its nutritive value is the fact that 
Iwholesome milk must bo scrupulously 
fcledn; No one who has thought seri- 
ously of the way .cause and effect are 
joined shouia . bia , astonished to learn 
that Just- because nillfc Is so Important 
jpis a food It offers an Ideal medium 
for the growth 6£ germ lllle.

FOR PROTECTION OF 
FACTORnMPLOYEES 

Details of Bill introduced By A. 
. E, McPhillips on Friday ■ 
'i ' Last 



The act for the protection of per- 
sons employed in factories, whlcti as 
stated in the Colonist of yesterday was 
introduced Into the house by A. 13, 
IvIcPhlllips, K.C., . M.P.F., and read a 
first time at the session of the legls.* 
lature Friday has aroused considerably 
interest. 

The act is based largely upon those 
in force in Manitoba and Ontario and 
while it safeguards tlie employee, is 
yet throughout fair to the employer. 

The provisions against cliild labor 
are to apply to ma'o persons under tho 
age of 14 years and females under the 
age of 15 years. ' ^ : 

Amongst the chief provisions of the 
act are the foJJlowing: „ 

No 'ohiia [^or.'ichildren shall be em- 
ployed in any factory. 

A factory Ih whlc}i the provisions oi: 
this section are not complied with by 
the employer shall be deemed to be 
Ivopt unlawful so that -the health of 
any child therein employed i.s likely 
to be permanently injured, and such 
employer shall, because thereof, bo 
deemed to be guilty of a contravention 
of the provisions of this aCt. ' 

Tho iieutenant-governor may from 
time to time by order In council, notice 
of which shall be published in tho 
British Columbia Ga^.ette, prohibit tho 
employment of girls under tlie ago of 
elgliteen year.i and of boys iir.der the 
age of si.xteen years In factories, the 
work in which is deemed by the lieu- 
tenant-governor ill council to be dan- 
gerous or unwholesome. 

Regulations Respecting Females 

It shall not be lawful to employ In 
a factory any young girl or woman, 
so that the health of sucli young girl 
or woman is likely to bo permanently 
injured, \ and whoever so employs any 
young girl or woman shall, upon num- 
mary conviction tlicreof, incur and be 
liable to imprisonment in the common 
gaol of tlie judicial district wlioroin 
the offence has been committed for a 
period of not exceeding six months, 
or a line of not more than one hun- 
dred dollars witix costs of prosecution 
and, in default of immediate payment 
of such fine and costs, then to lin 
prisonment as aforesaid. 

To employ in a factory any young 
girl or woman shall be deemed to 
be unlawful and' to be an employing 
so that the health of such young girl 
or woman Is likely, to biv'l**'^'^'^^^'.'^*'^ 
injured, K In t}iat faotdlT' thW9 Is any 
contravention of tbe following pror 
visions of tals section, that Is to sayr 

(a) It Shalt not be lawful for a 
young girl or woman to be employed 
for more than oiglit hours in one day, 
nor more than forty-eight hours in 
any one week, unless a different ap 
portionment of hours of labor per day 
has been made lop''tba - sole purpose 
of giving a shorter day's work on Sat: 
urday, 

(b) In every factory tho employer 
shall allow every young girl and worn 
an therein employed not less than 
ono hour at noon of each day for jneala 
but such hour shall not be counted nfi 
part of the timo herein limited with 
respect to the employment of young 
girls and woman. 

(c) If the inspector 30 directs in 
writing, the employer shall not allow 
any young girl or woman to take meals 
in any room wherein any manufactur- 
ing process is then being carired on. 
And if the inspector so directs In writ- 
ing, the employer shall, at his own ex- 
pense, provide a suitable, room or place 
In tho factory, or in connection there- 
with, for the purpose of a dining and 
eating, room, for the persona employed 
in the factory. 

Under certain conditions, such as an 
accident to machinery, the inspector 
hjay grant an exemption from tho 
terms of the above rule with regard to 
hours of employment. But no woman 
or young girl shall be employed before 
the hour of seven o'cloclc In tho morn- 
ing nor after the hour of eight o'clock 
in the evening; and the hours of labor 
for women and young girls shall not 
be more than nine 'n anj' one day, nor 
more than lifty-four in any one week; 
and such exemption shall not comprise 
more than thirty-six days, in the 
whole, in any twelve months; and in 
reclioning such period of thirty-six 
days every day on which any young 
girl or woman has been employed 
overtime shall be taken into account; 
and during the continuance of such 
exemption, there shall, in ad- 
dition to tho hour of the noonday 
meal provided for by the eleventh sec- 
tion of this act, bo allowed to every 
u'()inan and young girl so employed in 
the factory on any day to an hour 
laicr than seven in the afternoon not 
less than forty-five minutes for an- 
other or evening meal, between live 
and eight Of the clocli In the after- 
noon. 

A young girl shall not be allowed to 
clean any part of the machinery in a 
factory while the same is in motion by 
the aid of steam, water or other me- 
chanical power. 

A young girl or woman shall not be 
allowed to clean such part of machin- 
ery in a factory as is mill-gearing, 
wliile tho same is in motion for tho 
purpose of propelling any part of tho 
manufacturing machinery. 

A young girl shall not be allowed to 
work boiwcen the lixed and tr.'iverslug 
part of any self-acting machine, while 
tho machine Is In motion by the action 
of .steam, water or other machinery 
power. 

Provisions for Ensuring Health atid 
■ - aafoty. 

]5 very factory 'shall be kept in a 
cleanly state and free from effluvia 
arising from any drain, privy or other 
nuisance. 

A factory shall not be so over- 
crowded while work is curried on 
therein as to be Injurious to tho iioalth 
of tho persons employed tiierein, and 
a notice shall be po.stcd in such rpOm 
specifying the nunibei' of employees 
who shall bo allowed to wnvk in such 
room. 

Every factory shall ho ventilated In 
such a manner as to render liarmicas, 
so far as reasonably practicable, all 
tho gases, vapor.?, dust or other im- 
imrities generated in tlio course of the 
manufacturing process or liandicral't 
carried on therein that may be injuri- 
ous to health. 

In every factory there shall be kept 
provided "a sulllclent numbiu- and de- 
scription of privies, earih or water 
closets, and urinals, for tlio employees 
of .such factory; such closets and uri- 
nals sliall at all times be kept clean 
and well ventilated, and sojiarato sots 
thereof shall bo provided for tho use 
of tho male and female employees, and 
.■ihall have respectively separate , ap- 
liroaches. " - 

20. Tiio inspector may, for tho iiur- 
poses of the last preceding .sections, 
take with Ulm into any factory a phy- 



sician, or a health ofllcer or other offl- 
cer of the local sanitary authority. 

30. It shall not be lawful to keep a 
factory so that 'the safety of any per- 
son employed therein , is endangered

notice shall be sent to the Inspector 
in writing by tlie employer forthwith 
after the expiration of the said six 
days, and if such notice is not so sent 
the employer shall ISe liable to a fine 
not exceeding thlrtj; dollai^. 

S8^ In case of an e|cploslon occurring 
in a factory, whetljer any persbn; is 
inJuredUhereby or ngt, the -(feet "of stteh 
explosion having ocbiirred shall be re- 
ported to the Inspector In Writing by 
the employer within twenty-four hours 
next after the explosion takes place. 
And if such notice is not so sent the 
employer shall bo liable to a flrie not 
exceeding thirty dollars. 

39. Where, in a factory, any person 
is killed from any cause, or is injured 
from any cause in a manner lllcely to 
prove fatal, written notlco of the ac- 
cident shall be sent to the inspector 
within t-vvonty-four hours after the oc- 
currence thereof, and If such notice is 
not so sent the employer shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding thirty dol- 
lars. 

.Sections 40 and 41 deal with, the 
powers ot the Lieutenant Governor 
in council with the regard to tho ap- 
pointment of male and female inspect- 
ors. 

Sections 42 provides for tho powers 
and duties of inspectors \\'ith regard 
to the enforcement of the act. 

The sections following provide pen- 
alties for persons interfering with In- 
spectors -In the aiBoliarge of. thblr du- 
ties and in entering faqtorles without 
consent of the occupier, ho must ob- 
tain a warrant. 

60. It shall not be lawful for any 
factory to be open, or to employ 
any jierson or iierson.s in or ui)on 
the premises, on any lioliday, as do- 
flnod by the Interpretation act," und 
any amendments tliereof, without per- 
mission therefor In writing signed by 
the inspector; and any oontravontion 
of this section shall render tho em- 
ployer liable to a flno'^not exceeding 
fifty dollar.s. 

fiH. The parent of any child or 
young girl employed in a factory In 
contravention of this act, shall, unless 
such en-iployment Is without the con- 
sent, connivance or wHfUl default of 
siich parent, be guilty of an offence 
in 'contravention of this act, and shall 
for eagh offence, on summary con- 
viction thereof, incur, and pay aXflno 
of not more than fifty dollars and 
costs of prosecution, and, in default 
of irnmedlate payment of such fine and 
costs, shall bo imprisoned In tho com- 
mon gaol of the territorial division 
vvheroln the offence was committed for 
a jierlod not exceeding three months. 

(13. If any of tho provisions of this 
net, or of any regulations, rulo.s cr 
orders made tinder the authority there- 
of by tho Lieutenant Governor in 
Council, or by an.v Inspector, are con- 
travened, and no other penalty is here- 
in provided for such contravention, tho

ARE TO BE REDUCED 



Tho Adoption of the Vancouvar Scale 
IVIeane a Standard Wage 
of $3.50 



It was announced tho other day 
that the builders and contractors of 
Victoria had decided to adopt tho 
Vancouver scale of wages from Feb- 
ruary 1. It appears on inquiry that 
while this announcement moans a re- 
duction in the standard wages for 
carpenters, there is nolliing new in 
tho local men paying the same wage.^ 
us in Vancouver. In fact, it is the 
custom in the building trades to pay 
tlie same wage in liotli cities, although 
Vancouver is a strictly union town, 
while Victoria i.-i an open-shoi) town. 

A ijrmoinent local contractor >'es- 
terday informed tlie Colonist tliat 
from .Tanuary 1 the Vancouver con- 
tractors had llxed the standard wage 
for carpenter.-; at ?;!..'0, whieli was the 
former rate, lie staled that during 
the good times of tho past year or so 
tho contractors had been forced to 
grant several raises in wages "at short 
notice, but that now when ther.e wero 
more men looking for work than there 
were jobs, and whert-many - Of these 
men were doing work themSalves ' for 
as little as $2 a day, the contractors 
felt that they wero obliged to make a 
corresponding reduction and keep on 
a level with. the Vancouver scale, 
" It should' be said that this does not 
mean that' after February 1 all car- 
penters in Victoria will get ?3.50 a 
day, and no more or no Ifss. The con- 
tractors Htatoi that tliey have always 
made a practice^ of paying their men 
What they 'are .worth,,., and that there 
are many men today working lor $1.00 
and $4.25 whoso wages will not be 
rcdticed, and al.io there will be others 
doing carpenter work wlio will not re- 
ceivo .T3,r)0. The effect of the an- 
houiiccuient seems to be to, . IlXi ...that 
wafio a s a staiulai-il for the - Ordinary 
competent carpenter. 

"Good mechanics will get that wage 
or more, while inexperienced men may 
not got so nuK'h," said the Colonist's 
Informant.

No- 
thing is t;night them that is not strictly 
according to facts— as their parents 
see thein; but often grown people 

have believed things to be facts that 
later proved to be the wildest kind of 
fairy tales so, .even.Dr. Julian Thomas 
"and his brilliant wife may have'" to re- 



vise the supposed facts they liave 
taught their children so conscientiously, 
1)11 1 they can n(^ver restore to their 
minds the joy of the old nur.sery lore, 
like "Jack and the iJeanstalk," or "Al- 
addin and His Wonderful Lamp." 

I don't yu])pose Mrs. Thomas ever 
look either of those wonderful baliles 
on her linee and taking off tlii^ tiny 
sock and. ankle tie, played 'piggy 
toes" with them. If not she has missed 
a great deal, and so have the childron. 
'■J'ho snille of surpise tliat crosses the 
baby face when tliose tiny jiink toes 
first appear to lilm in that new role of 
little pigs, eacli with its work to do 
and its .ioy or sorrow as tlie game pro- 
ceeds to the end, is something to re- 
member. W^as there ever a liahy I hat 
didn't find delight In that little play? 
■\\'as there ever a baby that wearied of 
it except as he outgrew if.' Hut does 
anybody know how far back in the 
motherhood annals of the race that 
little comedy-tragedy originated'.' I 
have no knowledge of such history, ))ut 
it Is stUl a nursery classic, as fresh 
and entertaining as when it brought 
smiles to that flr.st baby face, wlio shall 
say how long ago?

HOME Dietetics 

As the first rstate of digestion begins 
in tho mouth, and the essence of food 
is Us main feature, perfect mastication 
is neces.sary. "Chew your food well, 
cliildren," says a wise mother. 

If you us"o oatmeal for a breakfast 
dlsli, cook it wcveral hours the day 
before, either by letting it simmer on 
the back of tlie stove or in a double 
boiler. All or part can be wlirmcd 
over in tlio morning, and Is much nicer 
and more nutritious than wJien the 
rule of cooking foKteih'-tp twefaty min- 
utes is followed, which 'mak^s^the food 
simply a hotbed for worms and dys- 
pepsia. Cracked wheat cooked the 
same way, or rice warme^ up in milk 
with a few currant.^ or seeded raisin.^ 
makes a nice change. 

Place before your children what you 
consider tlio best food, and let them, 
from that, select their own moals. 
Their intuition is a better guide than 
tlie parents' as to their particular 
needs. 

Children are usunUy very fond of 
oiiples and nuts; get tlic best you can 
afford; it is economy in tlie strictest 
.-.ense. Discourage the excessive use of 
meat by providing other things to talce 
hs place. Much of the Ill-temper and 
ciuarrelllng In families can l.>o traced 
to the effects of moat and sweetmeats. 
W^alnuts and almonds are considered 
the most nutritious of tiie nut family. 
Almonds should be Ijlanched; let the 
children do that theuiaclves; they will 
enjoy it. Figs and prunes contain 
great nutriment, eaten raw or cooked. 
Prunes are best when washed care- 
fully and allowed .to stand In boiling 
water for live minutes. 

Sometimes a child's appetite may 
seem capricious: he often wants to eat 
raw lurnlp- parsnip, carrot, potato,

Mile, tiranle knows figures by the 
moat attenuated colors,' and at the 
moment of recalling them 'she has a 
vision in which the shades of color 
liarmonlze and intermingle,

been subjected, to '.Very fieVere , tests, 
but she has borne them without hesi- 
tation.

If the' material Is of llglitweight 
goods it will be' best to use ii patch 
of exactly the same sort of goods, but 
If the material Is heav.\-, sucli as is 
used in men's suits or coats, a lighter 
patch will be veiiy niucli better. 

A clean cut in heavy materials may 
be mended by putting the two edges 
firmly together and basting them to a 
piece of paper on the right side. 

Take a threail and insert the needle 
about three-eighths of an inch from 
the edge and carry It between the cloth 
to about half an inch the other side of 
the cut and draw the thr(!ads through; 
put the needle in where it came out 
and carry it to the otlier side about 
half an Inch beyond the edge in a 
slightly slanting pp'sitloiii . 

Continue to do this until the whole 
cut Is darned. Be carfeful not to pull 
too tight. Darn In the same -Way in 
the opposite direction. 

It is diftlcult to use .this, method of 
mending it the edees are the 'least bit 
frayed, and on -thin materials It must 
be done with the greatest of care, using 
the llnest thread and needle possible. 

All darns must be pressed when fin- 
ished. To do thi.s, lay the right side 
down on the ironing board and on the 
wrong side lay a damp" cloth and iron 
until ])erfectly dry.

During the opening of the present

Brus.so had played the game a lot 
in his younger days in dilTcrent On- 
tario towns and was an adopt. Hl^ 
Ijrofessionalization for playing in a 
paid laci-osse team, tiiougli, Ijarrod 
liim. from tho hockey eonte.sts unless 
the managers of tlie trip could .slip one 
ovc)- on the Soo branch when they 
■wero gazing elBOwhere. Brusso dared 
,<not go up and play under hls' own 
.',naine, as they would have beij wise to 
liim in a minute. 

When he was given a list of the

*had pl^ti^iiif tlitterrto think of "a name 
lor himself,' but" he was handed one at 
the beginning of the trip by an old 
.racetrack follower who knew nothing, 
;-,could and would talk nothing but 
■V {Tommy Burns, the jockey, who, he 
'^'•stated, was or was going to be, the 
• greatest jockey in the universe. 

Brusso thought the name would suit 
him for the next few days and coacii- 
ed his fellow.s to call him Tommy 
Burns all the time so that no embar- 
rasing mistakes might be made during 
llielr stay in the canal town. This is 
how the name of Tommy f5urns lirst 
struck the fancy of the heavy-weight 
champion and conse(iuently wlien th.e 
old ligh.t follower gave him especially 
good reasons for such a change Brus- 
so fell in with the idea immediately. 

It is not generally known that Burns 
wa.^i a star hockeyist in his day. Ho 
played a mighty good game in his 
teens and had ■ the making of one of 
the best in Canada had he not left ilie 
country of ice and snow for a place 
Where his ability to fight was to make 
him famous. 

Tommy never '^ays much about his 
hockey days, as he alsvays considered 
himself a much belter lacrosseur. At 
•'that, though It is Just possible that the 
istrength he has In those forearms of 
TthijB U as much the result of a strenu- 
?ous and long practice at shooting the 
■fheavy rubber puck as it is of tossing 
!Uie lacrosse ball around in the clock 
cord stick. 

A novice can gii out on ilio ice and 
in two or three trials li^arn to lift tho 
I)uck, as it is called, on the side of his 
stick and hurl it high in the air for 
many yard.-:. I?ut to slioot the ruliher, 
cau.sing it to leave the ice and skim 
through the .air at a. distance of one or 
two feet off the surface, is an art that 
talces long and arduous practice. 

It is exceedingly tiring, and as tho 
whole skill lies in a, sharp turn of ihe 
wrist as the rubber touches the heel of 
the .stick, followed In- a. In;ig .-.weep it 
can be seen that in order to bo a .suc- 
cessful shot one must have abnormally 
developed arms and wrists. Some of 
the best shots in thi;- game can drive a 
rubber on a straiglit line for sl.xly 
.\-ards. The force with v.-hich the iiuck 
i.-i going when one ot these drives is 
sent at the nets from a few feet in 
front is the terror of the goal-keeper. 

Brusso' developed his shot as a boy 
and his wrists consequently were akin 
to a blacksmith's. Tho'.charaplon heavy 
was one of the flrat to discover and 
iSse Iti >and many claim that he was 
?really the father of this style of shoot- 
iing, vWhIoh has been adopted wherever 
-^liockey'la-played. Ten years or so ago, 
Svhen 'hockey was played in but desul- 
jtory fashion in Canada, a forward line 
^would- bring the rubber down tho ice 
and the player who was to shoot .ol- 
ways had to turn his back to the net.s 
find rely upon a slow swift to wave 
the curtains. 

This method prevailed for year.", hut 
tho awkwardness of it was aiii'arent 
to all. Brusso, Grindy, Forester, Bert 
Morrison and oilier jjlayers w-ho since 
have been connected with tlio Inter- 
nutionai League, -.-iolved the protilem 
with tho straight shot.

A number of vessels have been re- 
ported missing in the North Pacific 
within the past I'ew years, and wreck

!; sam found, by the prospeotorsi, ■ Slx'^or 
seven years ago three, .yessels which 

— left Oriental 'torts I for" Puget sound 
or rPortland' were "'lost ;'' and were be- 

- lieved to have been blown «n the nor- 
thern islands. Tliey were the Rath- 
down, Carradoe and S^^itic Race, which 
were never heard of after leaving the 
Orient. The Andrada, Cap6 Wrath and 
Bertha, which were lost the following 
year, not being heard of after being 
sighted off tlie Columbia river were 
also believed to have been carried on- 
to the northern islands.

United States to Experiment •.tWj'th i 
N»w Form of Aid at EntVance 
to Straits 



The United States government iiro- 
poses to establish a searchliglit for 
Capo Flattery to throw a vertical 
ray. The following announcement in 
this regard is made in a notice to 
mariners just received from the United 
States Lighthouse department: 
, "About February 14, 190S, an elec- 
tric searchlight will be establi.shcd at 
Cape Flattery light station, projecting 
a beam of white light west-.souihwest 
about midway between the horizon 
and zenith. Tho projector is placed 
about sixty feet west-southwest from 
the present light' tower and at a level 
of about five feet atK>ve base oi tower. 
', "Thi'3 additional light is cxjieri- 
'"mental only, and its exhibition may bo 
occasionally Interrupted; and as it is 
desired to ascertain if It i;? of practical 
assistance to mariners and pilots of 
vessels passing in the vicinity of Cape 
Flattery at night will observe the ef- 
fect of this beam of light and report 
in writing to the lighthouse engineer, 
Portland, Ore., the time when the 
beam of light was fir.-st sighted, the 
estimated distance of the observer 
from the station, the state of the 
weather and any general remarks in 
regard to the efHciency of the new 
light."

VADSO IS BROUGHT 
' TO ESQUIMALT SLIP 

B. C, Salvage Company Has 
Another,Salvaged Steamer 
. to .Its Credit , , 



The Vadso was towed to Esquimalt 
1 'Sunday morning by tho British 
Columbia Salvage company's steamer 
Salvor, with the iMaude steaming near 
by. The B. C. Salvage company, wliich 
had contracts with the Boscowltz 
Steamship company to pick up the 
steamer from tho reef of Cape Ijago, 
where she held fast from end to end, 
on the usual agreement of "no cure, 
no pay," succeeded in floating her, and 
after making suflinient temporary re- 
pairs at Comox, towed her to Esaul- 
malt. The Vadso was in charge of 
the Second IMate, Smith, when she 
grounded, Capt. Johnson having gone 
below after giving the mate a course 
after rounding the Sisters. Altliough 
there is a wide oliannol and the out- 
lying reefs off Capo Lazo are well 
known the course was changed consid- 
erably toward the land, with the result 
that the steamer went ashore in shal- 
low water. An investigation will pro- 
bably bo held. The steamer shivered 
wlien she struck and she bumped hard 
a second time. No signal came from 
the bridge, though, and the engineer 
shut oil steam. Capt. Johnson, who 
had been tired out before going bolow, 
hurried on deck when ho felt the vibra- 
tion of the grounding and found that 
the steamer had stranded on a clay 
bottom covered with boulders, largo 
stones wedging tho vessel on either 
side. Soundings showed an even 
depth all around the hull, The after 
pirt of the vessel ■was holed by a 
boulder on which she rested and water 
poured into the after hold. Tho en- 
gine room and forward hold filled later 
following the working of the vessel 
amongf.ithe . boulders. The weather 
was -calm tli'en, the Vadso having gone 
ashore in beautiful clear weather at 9 
a.m. A boat was lowered and news of 
tho accident was, sent .to Comox and 
wired to her owners.' The tug Spray 
proceeded t'o the scene and took off 
tho passengers and lightered the bulk 
of the cargo. The i^asscngers were 
boarded at a hotel at Union bay and 
most of them' wont north oh' the- Ven'i- 
ture, which called for them. 

The steamer Salvor was despatched 
by tlie B. C. Salvage company when 
the news of the mishap was telegraph- 
ed here, but heavy weather was en- 
countered. On Sunday when the Sal- 
vor, wliich liad slieltcred in the lee of 
Capo Lazo llie previous day, went to 
meet tlic steamer Jlaudo the weather 
was very heavy. A large boiler was 
transferred to the Maude, but hardly 
had it been\ taken on hoard than the 
breeze freshened considerably and 
when rolling in tiic sea occasioned by 
Liie gale tho boiler broke from its 
lashings and rolled overboard. Both 
veseis wero obliged to shelter. At 
midnight 'the wind blew at tho rate of 
GO miles an hour, a heavy sea driving 
iigairtstfthe' stranded Vadso and breftk 
ing with clouds of spray over her. It 
was .thought that she "must- hreaie' up 
with the pounding .she received. 
. 'The steamer Cascade was sightod on 
Monday morning and signalled to as- 
.slst in the salvage work. ' Owing to 
tjie Vadso being in very shallow water 
only smfill drauglit vessels could get 
near her ,and the. big salvage"j)umps of 
the Salvor were transferred to the Gas- 
cade and placed op.- the Vadso from the 
vessel. lit was only at hlgii wate^ 
that the Maude or 'Salvor could ap- 
proach the Vadso. ." 

On Tuesday morning the . pumps,' 
oaeli of which h^s a cajjaoity of 600 
toils of water an hour, woro started 
and tlie hull was soon buoyed up so 
I ha I .'^lie (Miuld be warped to doepeK 
wal(;r by the Salvor. A line was the« 
placed on board the vosel and she was' 
hauled ufCoat and taken to Union hay; 
wliere temporary repairs were effected 
to permit of her being towed to Es- 
quimalt for survey and repairs. 

The luiU of tlie Vadso is consider- 
able broken, being torn for a distance 
of 100 feet, her port tank is broken, 
and considerable rejiairs will be need- 
ed. Only a iiortloii of the damage is 
covered by insurance. 

Two large stones are in tlio liold ot 
tho .steamer, which were broken 
tlirough tile vcs.sel's plates when she 
pounded during tho heavy weather. The 
Vadso will be hauled out on the ways 
of the t!. C. Marine Railway company 
lor survey and tenders will be called 
for i-epairs.

READ FIHST TIME 



leasLire a Model One — Pro- 
vides for Proper Balancing 
of Governing Bodiesh 



'.The University bill introduced at 

■ yesterday's Kession of the legislature 
•by -Hon. Ijr. Younpf, minister ol' edu- 
cation, aiu.1 read a lirst time, is iinlciue 
In many respects. After a careful 
study of the cliarter and articles of in- 
corporation of most of the existing 
British and American institutions, Dr. 
Young has evolved what is doubtless 
one of the most complete ai'.d model 
chtirters of aiiv in existence. 

The question ot the proper 'balanc- 
ing ot the educational and administra- 
tive Ijodies ha.y always been the great- 
est diftlcullv in iraining a bill of this 
nature. Originally In the older uni- 
versities the educational Iiad the as- 
cendency. l.,ater and i^artlcularly in 
the univer.slties of the United States 
the admlnistra.tive bodies gained the

O'he board of governors is the spend-

Ob) Such Instruction especially, 
whether theoretical, technical, artistic 
or otherwise, as ma,y be .pf . seryico to 
jj'jrsons engaged or about'to engage- 
the manufactures, mining, engineisring,

(c) Facilities for the prosecution qi 
oriinal research in science, literaturie, 
art.s, medicine, law and especially tAe 
applications of science:

Convocation. 

}':. (a) The first convocation of the 
university sliall consist of all gradu- 
ates of any univer.'=ity in his niaje.sty's 
dominions who are actually residing in 
the province two years jirun- to the 
date fixed for the tir:;t meeting of con- 
vocation, and who at least six weeks 
prior to the said date register them- 
selves as members o)' such convocation 
as horeinartt;r provided: 

(b) Twenty-five members to be sel- 
ected by the lieutenant-govemor-ln- 
council and appointed for the first con- 
vocation only.

by declared that the board shiill have 
the following powers. 

To lay out and expend such sums as 
may ho deemed -necesskry tor the Kup- 
piirl and iiiamtenance ot me univer- 
sity and for the betterment of exist- 
ing buildings, and the erection of such 
new buildings as tho board may deem 
necessary for the use or purposes of 
the university, and for the furnisliing 
and equljiment of such existing and 
newly erected buildings; 

To lay out and expend such sums as 
it may deem expedient for tlie erection 
equipment, furnishing and mainten- 
ance of residences and dining halls for 
the use of the students of ^^the univer- 
sity, whether such stiidents bo gradu- 
ates or under-graduates, and to make 
such rules and'regulatlons as to the 
management, government and, control 
thereof as may seem meet: 

To appoint the president of the uni- 
versity, deans of all the faculties, the 
librarian, the re.gistrar, the iirofessors, 
associate professors, assi,stant iirofes- 
sors, leoturer.s, instructors, and other 
teachers in the university, and to fix 
tiieir salaries or remuneration, and to 
deilno their duties a^ul their tenure 
of ofllco or employment, which, unless, 
otherwise provided, shall be ' during 
the ,pleasure of the board: Provided 
that no l^'ergOn 'shall be appointed a 
member of the teaching staff of tho 
university, or off any faculty lliereof, 
unless he shall first 'be nominated fur 
the i)osition to which it is ])roposed to 
aijpoint him by the prosiilent of the 
university: Provided tilso, that no 
member of the teacliing staff of tho 
university or of any faculty thereof 
shall bo pi'oiiK)t(>d, and nji incMiber of 
such teaching staff shall be removed, 
except upon the recommendation of 
the. president of the university; but 
tliia proviso shall not apply when there 
is a vacancy in the office of president:

is a High school, a Technical school, 
or a Public scliooi, shall have author- 
ity, with the approval of tho Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in Council, ta malve such 
arrangements with tlie board: 

To select a seal and arms for the 
university, and liave the sole custod.v 
and use of the ^eal. 

The projierty, real and personal, 
vested in the board shall not be liable 
to taxation for provincial, municipal 
or school purposes, but shall be ex- 
empt from every description of taxa- 
tion. 

An action shall not be brought 
against the board, or against any 
member thereof, on account- of any- 
thing done- or omitted , by him in. tho 
execution ■ of his ofBce, without first 
obtaining the written consent of the 
attorney-general ■ to the bringing of 
such action. 

If any question shall arise' as to the 
powers and duties of convocration, the 
cliancellor, the president, the senate, 
the faculties, or any ofilcer or servant 
of the university, tho same 'shall bo 
settled and determined by the board, 
whose decision shall be final. 

\A'"omen may be members of the 
board. 

Advisory Boards. 

The board may from time to time 
aiipoint advisory boards, consisting, 
either wholly or partly, of persons 
unconnected with the university, upon 
sucli terms and for such purposes a.-i 
tlio board may consider advisable, and 
may refer to them for advice, and re- 
port any subject or matter in the 
board's opinion requiring to bo so 
dealt witli; and sucli advice and re- 
port .sliall be duly considered and 
weighed by any body in the univer- 
sity to whicli the board direct '.such 
u'lvico to bo given or report to bo 
ma<le. 

The Chancellor. 

There shall be a chancellor of th 
university, who shall i;e elected by 
the members of convocation in 
nuLiiucr hereinafter provided, and wlio 
sliall hold ofilce for three years and 
until his successor i.-; clccletl, l)ut 
retiring cliancellor shall be eligible 
for re-election. 

In every case of a v.'icancy in 
the ofilce of chancellor by death, res- 
ignation or any otlior cause, before 
the expiration of his term o£ office, 
the vacancy shall forthwith be filled 
at a special election to be held for 
that purpose, and the person elected 
shall hold ofilce for the unexpired 
term of his predecessor. 

JBvery sucli special . election shall 
be conducted in the manner provided 
for the ordinary triennial election, and 
duo notice ■ thereof shall be given to 
e\ Gry member of tlie convocation. 
The Senate. 

The senate of the university shall be 
coiiip.isdc! of: 

(a.) Tho inlni.Ucr of eductition, the 
chancellor and the president of the 
university, who shall be chairman 
thereof: 

(b.) The deans and profesdors of 
each of the faculties. 

(c.) Three members to be appointed 
by the lieutenant-governor in coun- 
cil. 

(d.) The superintendent of educa- 
tion, the principals of the norma! 
scliools. 

(o.) One member elected by the 
high school principals and assistants 
who are actually engaged in teaching: 

tij One member elected- by the Pro- 
vincial Teaehers' Institute organized 
under suli-section (c) of section (7) 
of the Public Schools act: 

(g) One member to be elected by 
the goveniing body of every alllllated 
college or school in this province; 

(li) I'^ifteen members to be elected 
by convocation from the members 
thereof. 

It shall be tho duty of the .icnale 
and it shall have jiower; 

ta) To provide for the vegulation 
and conduct of Its meetings and pro- 
ceedings, including the determining of 
the quoriim necessary for the trans- 
ai'tion of business. 

(I)) To provide for the government, 
maiiagiMiionl and carrying out of the 
curriculum. Instruction and education 
afforded by the university: 

(r) To jirovide for the granting ot 
and to grant degrees, Including hon- 
orary degrees and certilicates of pro- 
ficiency, except in theology: 

(0) To provide for the establishment 
of exhibitions; 'scholar-shlps and prizes; 

(e) To provide for the establishment 
of any faculty, department, chair or 
course of Instruction in the university; 

(f) To consider all course.s of study 
in any and all the faculties and de- 
partments of the unlvorslty and to 
fix and determine tho time tables for 



tho lectures ilind other. Instruction , in 
the university wnlch affect more :than 
one faculty. 

(g) To malce regulations for the ap- 
pointment of examiners by the facui- 
tiei, ' and 'for the conduct and results 
of the examinations in ail faculties; 

(h) To make rules and regulations 
for the management and conduct of 
the library: 

<1) To provide for the preparation 
and publictttiur. of -a o.'ilondar; 

(J) To provide for alHliatlon with 
any college established in Canada for 
the pvoiiiolion of art or science or feu- 
Instruction in law, medicine, engin- 
eering, a.griculture, or any other use- 
ful braucli of learning, and for the 
dissolution of such alllliatlon or the 
modification or alteration of the terms 
thereof. 

Faculties 

There shall be such faculties of tho 
university as may bo con.^tltutcd by 
the board of governors and the senate, 
and the dean shall be chairman of thu 
faculty of vyhich he is dean. 

The powers and duties of . the facul? 
ticH provided fbr by the preceding 
section shall be: , • " ' 

(a) To make rules iand regulations 
giDVernIng their proceedings, includinS 
tho determining of tlie quorum neces- 
sary for the transaction of busines.s: 

(b) Subject to the provisions of thii 
act, and to the approval of the senate, 
to make rules and regulations for th« 
government, direction and manage- 
ment of their respective I'liciilties and 
tile affairs and isuslness thereof; 

(c) To fix and determine the course! 
of study in tiudr rc^psctive faculties, 
siili.jeot to the aiiproviil of the senate; 

t(l) To authorize, subject to approv- 
:\\ of .senate, such lecturing and letu-li- 
lug in their respective faculties by 
otiieia than the duly appointed mem- 
bers of the. teaching staff thereof, and 
to prevent all lecturing and teaching 
not .so authorized: 

(e) Subject to the approval of and 
confirmation by the senate, to appoint 
examiners for and to conduct the ex- 
amination of tho courses in their re- 
Hpectivo faculties, and to determine 
the result,^ of such examinations: 

(f) To deal with and, subject to 
an appeal to tho senate, to decide upon 
all applications and memorials by stu- 
dents and others in connection -with 
their respective faculties : 

(g) Faculties shall have discipllntiry 
jurisdiction over, and entire responsi- 
bility for, the conduct of all students in 
their respective faculties In respect 
to all matters arising or occurring in 
or upon such buildings and grounds as 
;3hall be assigned for their separate 
use: . ■ ' ' 

(h) If there be any quBStibn as to 
the proper ' body to fexerclae Jurisdic- 
tion in any matter of discipline which 
may arise, the same shall be determin- 
ed by the senate, whose decision shall 
be final. 

The President. 
.St. Ther<> shall be a jiresident of the 
university who shall be the chief exe- 
cutive officer thereof, and shall have 
general supervision of and direction 
over the academic work of the uni- 
versity and the teaching staff thereof 
and the officers and servants employed 
in or in connection with such work, in- 
cluding the registrar of tlie university, 
and shall have such other powers' and 
perform such other duties as from time 
to tlnfio may be conferred upon or as- 
signed to him by the board. 

82. The president shall be ex-'officio 
a member .of all faculties,' deari of. the 
faculty of arts, clialrman of "tfie' senr 
ate, knd In the ailaence of the' chan- 
cellor he shall be chairman of 'convo- 
cation and confer degrees. ■ 

83. It shall be the duty of the presi- 
dent and he shall have power: ■ 

) (a) To suspend, any member of the 
I teaching staff of the university and 
J any officer or servant thereof. When 
he shall exercise such power he shall 
forthwith report his action to the board 
ot governors 'with a statement of his 
reasons therefor: 

(b) To make recommendations to the 
board of governors respecting all ap- 
pointments to and promotions in and 
removals from the teaching staff of tho 
university, or any of the officers and 
servants thereof. 

Sli. There shall be a registrar of the 
university, to bo appointed by tlio 
board of governors, and it shall be his 
duly to keep all necessary records ;md 
accotmis, and to perform such other 
dutie;i as ina.v Ijc rcfiiiired of him by 
the senate, or boartl of governors. 
Affiliation of Normal Schools. 

89. An.v normal school organized liy 
the doiiartment of eductitlon for the li\- 
slructlon and training of teacliers in 
tho science ot education and the art 
of teaching may be affiliated with the 
tiniversity, upon such terms and con- 
ditions, not repugnant to any law or 
system of education in force In tho 
province as the senate may think fit, 
provided that the terms and condi- 
tions of the affiliation of any such 
normal school shall be subject to the 
approval of tho lleutenant-governor- 
in-councii. 

90. The university shall be strictly 
non-sectarian in principle, and no re- 
ligious creed or dogma shall (be taught. 

(a) No religious test shall be re- 
quired of any professor, teacher, lec- 
turer or student or servant of the uni- 
versity, nor shall religiou.i observances, 
according to tin; forms of any particu- 
lar religious denoiniiiatioii or otherwise, 
be imposed on them or any of them, 
but the senate may mtike regulations 
touching the moral conduct of the 
students. 

(b) Nothing liercin contained shall 
interfere with the right of any affiliat- 
ed college to make such provision in 
regard to religious Instruction and re- 
llglou.i 'vvprshlp for its own students as 
It may deem proper, and to require the 
same to be observed as a part of its 
own discipline. 

91. Every Incorporated thoologicil 
college hereafter affiliated with the 
tmlverslty may, notwitlistanding such 
afllliation, have power to confer the 
degrees of bachelor of divinity and 
doctor of dv.'hiity, jirovided that such 
candidates ''.i such degrees must be 
graduates In-jrte f,he university of 
British Columbia or of some other uni- 
versity recognized for tliat purpose by 
the university. 

913. Tho senate sh.all make all pro- 
vision for tlio education of women In 
the university, in such manner as It 
sluill deem most fitting; provided, how- 
ever, that no woman by reason of her 
sex sh.ail ho deprived of any advantage 
or privilege accorded to male students 
of the university., 

Instruction In Arts, Free. 
97. Instruction ,,Jn arts* in the uni- 
versity (except- P,q9t-grkduate instruc- 
tion) shall be free tb'all regular stu- 
dents matriculated In the university, 
and who enter their names with the 
registrar of the university, also to 
stiidonta .pnrqlledi In an affiliated nor- 
mal achool;.;biit this, prpylsldr!,. shall not 
Inclutler exemption from laboratory fes.

ilequehcelrof .'friction . wltloli' : has,;a.Eli,'eh 
between' Mr, iTapspOt't; and iti iptsrtlon 
of ■ his ■ congregation', "arid It was 
deemed best by him in all the circum- 
stances of the case to settle the un- 
pleasantness in tills decisive fashion. 
Rev. i\l r. Taijscott preached to Uu'ge 
cong^regaliions at both morning and 
evening service. His theme in the 
morning was "(.'omfort in the Valley 
of Shadows," and liis text tlie con- 
cluding words ot the verse, "Tli\ rod 
and Tliy staff, they coinl'eirt me." 

In the liook of Comnnm l-'rayer, the 
4th verse of the r.ti-d P.salm, is thus 
translated; "K\'en though 1 walk 
through the valley ot the shadow of 
death 1 will fear no evil; Thy rod 
and Tliy staff comfort me." 

Air. Taiiscotl, however, slated that 
the ^voril "death" did not appear in 
the original; the more accurate trans- 
lation being the shadowy valley, or 
the valley of shadows; evidently in- 
tended to typify the loving and tender 
care of a faithful shepherd for his 
timid flock. as he guided them 
through a deep mountain gorge at 
eventide or after nightfall. 

In the evening his theme was "Our 
Peril and Qur Opportunity," and his 
text verses 37 to 44 of' the 19th chap- 
ter of St • Luke, recounting., our 
Savior's touching" 'laftnentation over, 
Jerusalem. 

The morning s(nMnon formed part 
of the series which Rev. -Mr. Tap- 
scott has ben preaching upon various 
portions of the ^iSrd Psalm during the 
present month; and the evening ser- 
mon was a very strong and eai-ne.st 
appeal for speclail and liberal contribu- 
tions to the rii'isloh fund on Sunday 
next.

An Evening With Wlth*r«poon. 

Mr. Wlthorspoon . embarked on a 
somewhat scrloufj cnteipri.so when he 
undertook, with the assistance of his 
talented wife as an accompanist, to 
entertain an audience for a wliolo 
evening. . It involves the singing of 
twenty-fouri'aong8, :not: to mention en- 
cores and' a little explanatory talk. A 
m^n who I- sang less', easily than he 
would tlr^ himself '..■J.nd his audience. 
Mr. Wltherspoon >does neither, but is 
as fresh' and his aUdionco is as de 
lighted with him 'at tho last as at the 
first, and, if the tuith m'ust bo told, 
even more so, for ho requlroa a, song 
or two to get completely en rapport 
with hi.H hearers. Tlie lack of pro 
grammes prevents anything like a 
critical review of tho manner in which 
his several songs wore rendered, 
what I.s here .-jald must bo very gen- 
oral in its character. Mr. Witiier 
spoon's voice may be described us a 
dramatic baritone. It is not of excep 
tlonui range and apparently not of oX' 
ceptional volumej although what he 
might do in the way of .power if he 
was down only for one or two num- 
bers can only bo guessed at. Hi 
voico Is exceedingly sweet and sym 
pathetic and; for a man's, romarltably 
limpid. It fiows along with a smooth- 
ness that is verv dollghtfuli: His .tem- 
perament Is highly artlstic,,,.,.as . was 
shown by the very, dellglitful way . In 
whlchihe'stold.'wKat ho 'had^'to say 
about fhls sCHgdj U It; la not presuming 
to . ihake :a :t!Ug^estlon to so ^talented an 
artlafi i lt-::mlght-be' worth ;hl8: consider, 
Ing lrh6 could not with advantage de 
vote a little more time to comments of 
tho kind he gave last evening. Not 
that ho sang too much, biit that every 
one would have liked to iiavo heard 
him talk more. 

Tho programme had a wide range, 
from oratorio to iui irlali dance, and 
if an attempt wore luude to say in 
whlcli he excelled most the cliances 
aro that most readers might prefer 
something .else. The 'selection irom 
Tannhauser po.-fslbly showed his voice 
to tho best advantage. Towards the 
close of that number there were two 
sustained notes, both of whlcli, and 
the lirst especially, were remarkably 
fine. Of his groui« o£ songs, tho third, 
which was wholly in English, natur- 
ally gave the greatest pleaiuro, for a 
audience likes to know what a singer 
is saying, and Mr, , Witherspoon's 
enunciation is almost Ideal- ■:: 

The audience was largo and very 
enthusiastic.

The addi- 
tional expense which the present prac- 
tice ^necessitated gave ample juslillea- 
tion for the change reciuested by the 
niem'bers of the Vancouver bar. 
.Iilr. McPhilltp^" (The Islands), .re- 
marked that under the system of de- 
central'lzatibn, 'which at present "existed, 
tho judges sitting in the courts of 
first instance and in appeal now dis- 
charged their duties in two cities, Vic- 
toria .and Vancouver; and he hoped 
that particularly in view of the fact 
that it was the capital the same pro- 
vlsiong would be made to apply to this 
city. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser — If this is the wish 
of the members of- the bar In Victoria, 
I have no objec'tloh "whatever. 

Railway Exemption. 

The Hon. Mr. Tatlow moved that: 
"Chapter 42 of the statutes of 1907, 
being tlie "Railway Assessment Act, 
iy07," bo amended by adding the fol- 
lowing as a new section: 

"(!a. The lieutenant-governor in 
council is hereby empowered to grant 
to any railway company an exemption 
from tho assessment a,nd ta.^ imposed 
by section 6 of this a^t for a period not 
exceeding ten years from the date of 
completion of any railway wliicli may 
be completed after the first day of 
January, A.D. lilOS, and the date of 
such completion shall mean the date of 
the certilicato of the lands and works 
department that the railway is open 
for traffic and passengers." 

He explained that in the year 1003 
the government had malle a very 
large addition to the taxation of rail- 
way companip.s, having raised ' the 
assessment from Sis jjer mile to $90 
per mile, and the result had been that 
gentlemen who were iironiiiien Hy con- 
nected with these enterprises had ap- 
proached the government and repre- 
sented that whereas ii number of 
years must elapse before the roads 
could possibly make any return on 
the capital invested, it would be only 
fair to make a concession of the na- 
ture proposed in this bill. Mr. Hill, ] 
of the (jraat Northern railway, had 
Informed the government that while ' 
he was of tho opinion that the day I 
had passed for/the gniiitiiig of b'ni- 
uses, and that It was only in very ex- 
ceptional circumstances that any rail- 
way company had In his opinion the 
right to ask or the government tho 
right to give such assLstauce, at the 
same time it wa.s only proper and Uair 
tliat it shoidd be possible for the gov- 
ernment to be in a position to grant 
some concession m tlie way (if ex- 
emption from taxation lor ;i period 
of years, and until such railway 
companies were utile to earn sonie- 
tliiiig as a return on tiie-ir lixed 
charges and on the capital invested. 
Where It Might Apply 
There was for Instance the iiroieet 
of building a railway from (JrinKl 
I'^orks to ChUllwack. The governiuent 
had reason to believe that arrange

: , Mr. Maodbnald Objects 
J. A. Macdonald, (Rossland) ob- 
jecteifl to the principle of the bill in 
that it transferred the power vested 
in tho legislature to the executive it- 
self. It was merely another extension 
of the principle which luis been adopted 
for the last four years, and of wJiich 
not long since the province had liad 
an instance. In fact, the province 
was coming to a point where there 
was no longer government by the peo- 
ple but government by the lieutenant- 
governor- in -council. 

If there was atiy raiiwa.\" company 
in tills province which was entitled to 
consideration and which was willing 
to grant a quid iiro quo, tiiey should 
be willing to come to tho legislatures 
and ask the privileges which this bib 
would empower the government to 
grant. 

The revenue from railway taxation 
last year amounted to $100,000. Even 
at this the assessment on railway 
riglit-of-way vas only $10,000 a mile 
or about a third of what it cost the 
railway to construct that mile of road. 
Therefore the railways by the exist- 
ing laws were paying but one third 
what other people do. 

Should Come to loyislature 
The minister liad instanced the G. 
T. P. and the C. P. R. without consid- 
ering the right of eitlier<of tiiese roads 
to consideration as oijposed to other 
roads, he would admit that if it were 
found in the interests of any dis- 
trict that a road sliovld be built ht 
would bo in favor of the exemption 
proposed, but he was opposed to such 
favors being granted unless the road 
was willing to come and ask it from 
tho legislatures. He. objected to tho 
power being ' left in the hands of the 
i:overnment. He believed that some 
railways deserve assistance and ho 
would be willing to grant them it v-ery 
generously in view of the increased 
revenue which would later flow into 
the provincial coffers, provided the 
grant v.'as made in the proper way. 
Premier Replies 
Hon. Mr. McBride — "I liavo followed 
Jlr. Speaker, my lion, friend (Mr. Mac- 
donald) very closely, but I fail to find 
that he has made any really serious 
objection to the proposed legislation, 
which, at the present time is liefore this 
House. AVe have just listened to tho 
old cry, wiiich is brouglit up by the 
opposition at every session in regard 
to powers being invested in the gov- 
eriior-in-eouncil. I am not at all stir-, 
prised, sir, to have heard it this af- 
ternoon." Indeed, in advance, I feel 
quite satisfied that we would liear from 
the hop. the leader of the opposition 
on this occasion, the same old criti- 
cism, and the same old story that it 
would be a mistake to leave this mat- 
ter to the governor-in-councll, and of 
course, ho emphasl'zed his objection to- 
day by referring to a particular in- 
stance, and I take it that niy hon. 
friend, then referred to wh.at is com- 
monly known as the Kaien island deal. 
But no government in Canada has 
ever made in the general interests of 
the country, a better bargain than was 
made by tliis government in tlie case 
to which he has evidently made refer- 
ence, (Cheers). It may be said, tliat 
this is a matter of opinion, and I 
at once assent; but I can, -with the 
utmost propriety add, that we have 
already submitted this issue to the 
Great grand jury, the people of this 
province, who have by a large major- 
ity decided tliat our view of this mat- 
ter is the correct one. (Ciieers). 
Facilitates Business 
Now, sir, the hon. the minister of 
finance was very plain in his statement 
that this power was sought principally 
because it would materially facilitate 
the making of business arrangements 
with these railway companies, and. . I, 
with the utmost confidence, leave it to 
the legislature, whether It is not a 
matter of mere common sense that 
this power in all the well known and 
well understood circumstances ot tho 
case should be given? (Hear, hear.) 
For it might easily happen that the 
making of financial arrangements in 
such a case would .absolutely compel 
either tho acceptance or the rejection 
of such a proiiosition at a time when 
l:lie liouse was not in session. (Me.ar, 
hear.) But as this act is drawn it 
would then be within Hie jurisdietioii 
of the lieutenant -Kove-riior in council 
to close the negotiation on the spot and 
make the bargain hard and fast, in or- 
der that no time might be lost in pro- 
ceeding with the work of construction. 
(Hoar, hear. ) Will my lion, rrleml 
venture to say tli;it any government 
would be so fooUsli ;is Lr> make in tluvso 
eircumstancos .an unwise and iin un- 
sound bargain! It is now only a few 
scs.-'ions back that we were willing to 
give ver.v generous eoin'ossions .-ind in 
addition very la\-ish siilisidies in the 
way of money grants to railway coni- 
liiinics, and indeed, it is only a very 
few sessions ago that the companies 
mentioned by my hon. friend n-ceived 
subsidies to tho extent of some .?22,- 
000.000. 'Well, sir, times have indeed 
( hanged, and as a result ot tho change, 
.sueli applications — if made — are re- 
fiisecf. But, sir, now that railway tax- 
ation has been Increased 500 per cent , 
it meiins that in many cases a very 
serious hardship would be Imposed oil 
railway companies If that degree of 
taxation were maintained In every 
instance without making for a certain 
lixed term any exception whatever. 
Moreover, sir, what is now in question 
is merely exemption of taxation, for a 
period not exeeec'IntT ten years, and as 
eonipEired v^iUl tl|e treiueiKjous con- 
cessions w-hieli tlii." parliament was 
(|uite willing antl (|uite .'ialislicd to 
grant to railway' companies a very I'l-w 
\-ears ago, I have not the least lii\sita- 
tioii in sa>-iiig tliat in my opinion this 
is nothing- at all. (Cheers.)
